Japan will have the right in the Washington 
eonference to raise the question of American pur- 
poses in the Philippines, and we should welcome 
the inquiry. We know that the islands in their 
present condition are dangerous to the United 
States, and we know that if they were made safe 
for the United States the Japanese would regard 
them as dangerous to Japan. 

Americans will not feel at ease so long as the 

Philippines are hostages offered Japan. The Japa- 
mese would not feel at if Guam, the defense 
ef the Philippines, were made an impregnable 
naval base leés than 1,500 miles from the shore of 
Japan. 
/ The United States has little success in outlining 
@ plan with regard to the islands and no success 
im following one. With any change of administra- 
tion there may be a change of purpose. Japan 
with greater continuity of government can keep 
& plan. The United States with no continuity 
eannot. 

A Philippine plan under a Democratic admin. 
istration would be one thing and under a Repub- 
lican another, and yet the Democrats did not: 
give the Filipinos their liberty and the Republicans 
have not meade it possible to keep them. 

Under American adrmnistration the islands have 
peace and have made progress. Discordant peo- 
ple are kept in bounds and they get along. The 
enormous resources of the islands have not been 
developed and it is explained that, naturally 
enough, they have not been because capital does 
not know what the future is to be. | 

The United States says it will give them up 
eorme time. It is a fair prospect, if not a certain 
one, that Filipino independence will be followed 
by internal war. It is also a fair prospect that 
es seon as there is sufficient disorder Japan will 
atep in as peacemaker and never step out again. 

Better prospects than that are required for the 
development of the islands. If the dévelopment 
is to be under American direction it would be 
inexcusable for the United States to neglect the

thé gravest misgivings. 

Bven if it were the fact that there was no 
aggressiveness in the American program, the Jap 
ambese never could be convinced of it and never 
would believe that a powerful naval base so close 
te them was not their greatest danger. 

There is a plain dilemma for two nations which 
have many misunderstanding: and many 4differ- 
ences. It is not made easier by the United States 
groping about without knowing its own purpose.

OUR NEXT AMBASSADOR TO} 
GERMANY. 


Lord D’Abernon, Great Britain's new ambassa- . 


dor to Germany, is reported to be atthining an 
influence in German affairs unprecedented in| 
diplomacy. His position, supported by his gov- 
ernment and strengthened by his own exceptional 
abilities, is said to be almost that of an unofficial 
but effectual chancellor, operating to 
the government. 

Report of such a condition leads us to considera- 
tion of our own approaching appointment of an 
ambassador to Germany, which must be made as 
soon as the new treaty is ratified. We have no 
need or desire to take over any part in the gov- 
ernment of Germany or any unusual influence in 
it, but our relations will be such that the ‘strongest 
and most versatile diplomatist in America availa- 
ble for the task ought to be selected.

THE HANDS AND SPEECH. 
F an attempt is made@ to convert a 
left handed child into a right handed 
one,. does it cause stammering? 
Does the attempt to do the reverse 
cause stammering? 

These questions have been answered in 
various and often in directly contradic- 
tory ways. 

There are many persons who say if a 
child is left handed it is best to leaye 
him so, because he will become a stam- 
meter if the change is made. 

Donaldson ¢f South Dakota offers con- 
vineing scientific proof of that theory. 
On the other hand, as the result of ex- 
perience with his own son, Claiborné 
advocated the treatment of stammering 
by training the subject to use the left 
hand. 

Dr. James Kerr discussed the subject 
in School Hygiene in 1920. Probably 
at birth the two halves of the brain 
are equally developed and the baby for 
about a year uggs one hand as readily 
as he does the other. Partly as the re-

Their brains have not gone 
on to full development, including the 
usual Gévelopment of predominance of 
the right brain. 

It is quite possible fhat trying to train 
@ left handed person to become right 
handed may gause a speech defect. 
-do.so radical a thing upsets the mental, 
nervous, and muscle processes and pro- 
duces some confusion. Mental confusion 
and confusion in the control of the mus- 
cles of speéch is a factor in some cases 
of stammering. However, it is an ex- 
ceptional and not an expected result. . 


. 

Again, since anything which makes a 
profound mental impression, and espe- 
cially a profound mental motor impres- 
sion, may cause stammering, it is also 
possible, as Claiborne found, that by 
changing from right handedness to left 
handedness, or vice Versa, we may cure 
stammering. But that is not the prin- 
cipal reason for not making an effort to 
change left handed into right handeéd- 
ness. The principal reason is that it 
cannot be done where the type is well 
established. A person is right handed 
because his left brain predominates, and 
vice versa, and that condition, well es- 
tablished, cannot be changed. re is 
no harm in training @ pergon pre- 
dominatingly uses one side to acquire 
fair dexterity with the use of the other. 
And such efforts are wise precautions 
making for efficiency.

Chicago, Oct. 7.—[To the Legal Friend 
of the People.J—The owner of the prop- 
erty adjoining ours refuses to repair 
(jointly with us) the fence dividing the 
properties. 
Does the existing statute, which re- 
quires adjoining owners of inclosed. prop- 
erty to contribute equally to the cost 
and repair of the division fence, state 
when repairs shall be considered neces- 
sary to an existing fence? - 
The fence is at present in an open, 


@ilapidated condition. 


Considering the attitude of the owner 
of the adjoining property, would I be 
permitted to make whatever repairs are 
necessary without his consent (the ¢éx- 
pense tg be borne by me)? S. T. B. 
‘Section 11 of the fence act as amended in 
1917 provides: 

“If any person who Is Hable to contribute 


to the erection or reparation of a division 


fence shall neglect or refuse to make or re- 


pair his proportion of such fence the party 
injured, after giving sixty days’ notice in writ- 
ing that a fence should be erected, or ten days’ 
notice in writing that the reparation of a 
fence is necessary. may make or repair the 


game at the expense of the party so neglect 


ing or refusing, to be recovered from him, 
with costs af suit, before a justice of the 
peace or any other court of competent juris 
| diction; and the party so neglecting or refus- 


the party injured for all damages which shall 


tng, after notice in writing, éhall be Hable to 


thereby accrue.” 

The fence act is primarily directed at divi- 
sion fences between properties, 
consequently the wording of section 2-pro- 
vides that a fence of stated matériale suffi- 
cient to turn stock shall be a sufficient fence. 
Although the applicability of this wording fo 
urban property is open to some question, we 
have assumed it to cover division fences be- 
tween city lots. If this assumption is correct 
the liabilty of your neighbor for repairs will’ 
depend upon whether the decay of the fence 
has proceeded far enough to make it insuffi- 
cient for turning stock. : 

You are unquestionably entitled to make 
repairs to the boundary fence at your own 
expense, but if the facts as to distepair are 
clear you would be entitled to reco 
half of the cost by complying with 
ute and bringing suit.

President Charges City 
with Persecution. 


Attorneys for the city and the 
Checker Cab company last night were 
preparing to battle today before Judge 
Ira Ryner in a suit for a writ of man- 
damus to compel the public vehicle 


commission to grant stand licenses to 


the drivers of*the conipany. 

In May,*1920, the officials of the 
Checker company made application for 
stand licenses to the commission, ten- 
dering the necessary ‘Yees. The com- 
mission refused to issue the licenses, 


not owned by the Checker company, 
but were the property of the indivi@ual 
drivers. 
Claim Drivers Hold Stock. 

The question was taken té court. 
The cab company, then under investi- 
gation by the attorney general, sub- 
mitted its books to prove that each 


| driver on entering the company had 


been given stock of sufficient face 
value to cover the value of his car. | 


|. §till the commission refused to grant 
| the license. 


They maintained that 
the city ordinance requiring the owner 
of.each taxicab to place his name 
thereon in letters more than two inches 
high applied to each individual driver 
of the Checker company. This claim 
was denied by the company officials, 
and Checker cabs continued to operate 
- without the licenses. 

In November, 1920, a number of the 
Checker drivers were arrested for vio- 
lating the stand license ordinance. The 
cases were thro out of court by 
Judge Gemmill. 

Company Wins Many Cases. _ 

In February, 1921, 114 arrests were 
made. Five of the cases were tried 
before Judge George B. Holmes. All 
resulted in a victory for the cab com- 
pany. The remainder of the cases 
were nolle prossed by the city. 

Two months later sixty-seven ar- 
rests were made. These were non- 
suited. 

Beginning 


Sept. 20 last, up until 


(last week, arrests were made running 


from fifteen to fifty, nightly. These 
cases are stfil pending. 

The city collector has held for some 
time:a certified check for $3,750 ten- 
dered by the Checker officials in pay- 
ment of their licenses: The licenses 
have not yet been issued. 

Fail to _ Injunction. 

Recently a Writ of injunction was 
asked of Judge Dennis Sullivan re- 
straining ‘Mayor Thompson and_other 
city officials from interfering with the 
conduct of the Checker company’s busi- 
ness. It was charged that the mayor, 
police officials, and members of the 
vehicle tax commission had conspired 
with the Yellow Cab company to put 
the Checker company out of business. 
_ This writ was dismissed Tuesday by 
Judge Sullivan on the grounds that he 
had no jurisdiction in the case. | 
The writ to be heard by Judge Ry- 


pelled to issue stand licenses to the 
company. | 

The quo warranto proteedings which 
followed the attorney general’s inves- 
tigation of the company have been 
postponed indefinitely in the Superior 
court. 


Praise Company's Good Faith. 

At the time of the postponement At- 
torney Walter Mills, representing At- 
torney General Brundage, told Judge 
Jacob Hopkins that the Checker Cab. 
company had shown such good faith tn 
adhering to the attorney general's re- 
quirements that further proceedings 
were, in his opinion, unnecessary. 

“ This thing has, in our opinion, been 


but a campaign of annoyance and per- 

secution by city officials who are in- 

spired by other sources,” Michael So- 

koll, president of the Checker com- 

pany, said last night. “We have done 

everything in our power to secure 

these licenses. The city refuses to 

grant them, and yet arrests us for not . 
having them. 

“The Checker Cab company owns 

700 taxicabs. We are going to put 

fifty more on the streets before the end 

of this year. . 

“If this campaign of arrests ani 

persecution is continued, our busines3 

will suffer—may, in ¥act, be totally de- 

stroyed.” ;
